MAURICIO Pochettino felt justice was 
done as his side secured an opening 
day victory at West Brom. 

Saints had the ball in the net in the 
first half through Adam Lallana but it 
was ruled out for offside against Jay 
Rodriguez, who jumped for the ball 
without making contact before the 
skipper turned it home at the far 
post. Pochettino believed that was an 
incorrect decision and so felt it was 
only right that his side got a 90th 
minute penalty as Luke Shaw went 
down in the area. 

West Brom boss Steve Clarke 
described that decision as “soft” but 
Rickie Lambert continued his superb 
week by 
slamming 
home the 
spot kick to 
bag the 
win. 

Pochettino 
said: “We 
scored a 
goal before 
that wasn’t 
allowed to 
stand. It 
was a legal 

goal and we were unlucky in that 
sense, in that referee’s decision. 

“I think in the overall reading of the 
game we were superior to West 
Bromich. 

“In football nowadays you play 94-95 
minutes and you always have to 
believe you are going to win until the 
last whistle. 

“Because of that I want to congratu¬ 
late my team because even in the 
second half, when West Bromich was 
pressing us quite hard, my team 
showed resolve to keep the result 
and keep it 0-0 and we were able to 
get that winning goal in the end.”

showings. 

There was a real sense of excite¬ 
ment at The Hawthorns for the 
start of the season with both sets 
of fans making plenty of noise. 

The Saints supporters were keen

to pay tribute to Rickie Lambert 
following his goalscoring England 
debut in midweek and the side 
started well, looking composed 
passing the ball patiently along 
the backline and keeping posses¬ 
sion. 

Saints continued to boss the 
game and started to make inroads 
into the West Brom defence. 

Though they were still searching 
for a clear cut chance they were 
causing panic after panic for the 
Baggies backline. 

It was Artur Boruc who had the 
first save to make on 11 minutes, 
though whether he had to, or 
indeed fully intended it, was open 
to debate. 

James Morrison had a fairly 
weak shot from 20 yards that 
Boruc strolled across his goal to 


see wide, but at the last moment 
he flung out his right arm and 
knocked it behind, even though it 
appeared to be curling wide any¬ 
way. 

Up the other end James Ward- 
Prowse tried his luck from 30 
yards but it only picked out Ben 
Foster in the Baggies goal. 

Gareth McAuley was the next 
with a half chance but he headed 
over from a Graham Dorrans cor¬ 
ner. 

After a brief spell of West Brom 
pressure it was all Saints again 
and only a couple of superb sliding 
blocks in the area prevented 
Lambert and Adam Lallana from 
testing Foster. 

Following that superb start the 
game fell into a little more of a 
lull, with both sides matching 
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Mauricio Pochettino pulled out 
the same surprise selection for 
the opening day of the season 
that Nigel Adkins did at the 
same stage last time out - start¬ 
ing with James Ward-Prowse. 

A year ago the youngster was 
one of the two central midfield-

ers at Manchester City, this time 
he was selected in one of the 
three attacking midfield roles at 
West Brom. 

There were full debuts for new 
signings Dejan Lovren and 

Victor Wanyama, while Rickie 
Lambert was also included after 
his England goalscoring heroics. 
Nathaniel Clyne and Luke Shaw 
were fit to join the squad, but 
the former was on the bench 
with Calum Chambers making a 
Premier League debut. 





each other in midfield. 

Saints did get the ball in the net 
on 33 minutes but had it ruled out 
for offside. 

Lambert directed a high header 
from a right wing cross back 
across goal. 

Jay Rodriguez jumped for it but 
the ball went over his head and 
Lallana crept in to turn home at 
the far post. 

However, the linesman’s flag 
was raised with replays showing it 
was Rodriguez rather than 
Lallana who was offside and 
deemed to be interfering with 
play. 

Graham Dorrans briefly worried 
Boruc with a free kick from 35 
yards that curled pretty close to 
the top corner but ultimately just 
off target. 

Luke Shaw pushed forward with 
the ball just before the break and 
pulled the trigger from 25 yards. 

He hit a fierce shot with the out¬ 
side of his left boot that was mov¬ 
ing away from Foster but diving 
away to his right he managed to 
turn it wide. 

That proved to be the last mean¬ 
ingful action of an opening first 
half of the season that would have 
satisfied Pochettino with his side 
having been the better team for 
the most part. His only frustration 
would be they hadn’t turned that 
into a goal. 

The first booking of the game 
came three minutes into the sec¬ 
ond period as McAuley hauled 
down Rodriguez. 

Saints again looked threat¬ 
ening. 

Lambert couldn’t quite get 
a clear header to trouble 
Foster while Rodriguez 
struck the bar as the 
whistle went for a foul 
by Lallana in the build¬ 
up. 

The performance 
was exactly what 
Pochettino would 
have been hoping 
for, with his selec¬ 
tion of James Ward- 
Prowse being fully justified by the 
youngster’s excellent display. 

However, they still needed to 
turn that dominance into a goal. 

Shane Long reminded Saints of 
the need of the need to bag that 
opener as he tried an outlandish 
flicked finish that went across

goal but wide on a rare West Brom 
counter. 

Rodriguez did superbly well to 
work his way into the box but 
could only pick out a Baggies 
defender with teammates waiting 
to finish. 

Calum Chambers made a superb 
point blank range block on 67 min¬ 
utes as Morrison tried to convert 
from six yards out after being 
found by a cut back but the Saints 
defender was tight to him and 
stopped the shot finding the net.

Jones did eventually get booked 
for colliding into Rodriguez and 
sending him flying. 

The second half was proving a 
bit of a damp squib after the initial 
excitement of the opening 45 min¬ 
utes. 

There were few chances to speak 
of but both sides knew the win and 
the three points were there for the 
taking though as the game entered

IT WAS miserable first afternoon of 
the Barclays Premier League sea¬ 
son for Arsenal boss Arsene 
Wenger as Aston Villa came from 
behind to win at the Emirates 
Stadium. 

The Gunners have not made any 
major signings yet this summer and 
the fans were far from happy as 
two goals from Christian Benteke 
put the visitors on their way to a 3- 
1 victory. 

Arsenal were ahead after only six 
minutes through Olivier Giroud but 
Wojciech Szczesny gave away a 
penalty and, although the keeper 
saved Benteke’s spot-kick, the 
Belgian headed in the rebound in 
the 22nd minute. 

And 16 minutes after half-time 
Benteke had another chance from 
the spot after Laurent Koscielny 
fouled Gabriel Agbonlahor, and this 
time he only needed one chance. 

It got worse for Arsenal when 
Koscielny was shown a second yel¬ 
low card, and Villa made sure five 
minutes from time through Antonio 
Luna on his debut. 

New Everton boss Roberto 

Martinez, left, had 
to settle for a point 
from his first com¬ 
petitive game in 
charge as the 
Toffees drew 2-2 
with Norwich at 
Carrow Road. 

After a goalless 
first half, Steven 
Whittaker put Norwich in front in 
the 51st minute but teenager Ross 
Barkley drilled in his first goal for 
Everton 10 minutes later and in the 
65th minute the visitors took the 
lead through Seamus Coleman. 

Their lead lasted only six minutes, 
though, as Ricky van Wolfswinkel 
grabbed a debut goal for Norwich. 

There was no dream start to life in 
the Premier League for Cardiff, who 
were beaten 2-0 at West Ham. 

Joe Cole netted on the turn in the 
13th minute and Kevin Nolan made 
the points safe for the Hammers 14 
minutes from time. 

Liverpool were the first winners of 
the new season as they saw off 
Stoke 1-0 in the early game at 
Anfield. Daniel Sturridge scored the 
only goal in the 37th minute with a 
precision shot. 

Stoke goalkeeper Asmir Begovic 
was the man of the match as he 
kept Liverpool at bay with a host of 
fine saves, and it looked like 
Potters boss Mark Hughes would 
get a point in his first competitive 
game when the visitors were 
awarded a late penalty for a hand¬ 
ball by Daniel Agger. 

With a minute of normal time left 
Jonathan Walters stepped up but 
debutant goalkeeper Simon 
Mignolet became an instant hero as 
he denied the Irishman. 

At the Stadium of Light Patjim 
Kasami’s first goal for Fulham 
earned the Cottagers victory over 
Sunderland.

IT WAS the former Saints manager, Nigel 
Adkins, who revealed during his tenure at 
St Mary’s that “the vision is to get 50 per 
cent of the players in the team through 
the academy.” 

Saints didn’t quite manage to reach that 
amount today, but in fielding four products 
from their own youth set-up they once again 
underlined their commitment to developing 
their own talent. 

Adkins might be gone, but the message he 
delivered has not been lost. 

Saints opened their season at West Brom with 
18-year-old academy graduates Luke Shaw, 
James Ward-Prowse and Calum Chambers 
joining the more senior Adam Lallana in the 
starting line-up. 

There was no denying that a certain element 
of necessity, as well as choice, led to so many 
being included at the Hawthorns. 

Chambers, for example, is unlikely to have 



played had Nathaniel Clyne, who made the 
bench, been fully fit. 

Likewise, Ward-Prowse perhaps benefited 
from Gaston Ramirez’s international exertions 
during the week, with the Uruguayan among 
the subs after travelling back from Japan. 

But both can be enormously proud of how 
they acquitted themselves. 

Ward-Prowse, who made 15 Premier League 
appearances last term, was a menacing pres¬ 
ence in midfield, with his measured and precise 
distribution of the ball fused with a dangerous 
delivery from set-pieces. 

There might be even greater competition for 
him in midfield this season, but he has again 
proved he has much to offer. 

For Chambers, it has been quite a summer. 


Taken on the first-team’s pre-season tour, he 
started every friendly during the summer at 
right-back, while he was also awarded with a 
new four-year contract. 

But, with just six minutes of first-team foot¬ 
ball under his belt, in a 4-1 League Cup victory 
at Stevenage a year ago, Chambers could only 
have dreamed of starting the opening game of 
the Premier League season. 

Yet start it he did, echoing Ward-Prowse’s 
own surprise league bow at Manchester City on 
the first day of last term, and the England 
Under-19 international, who has been with the 
club since the age of seven, can reflect on a 
thoroughly accomplished performance. 

While he might not have come under huge 
pressure, partly in thanks to Saints largely con¬ 
trolling the midfield, and although he was 
never likely to offer the threat going forward 
that Shaw did on the other flank, Chambers 
ended the afternoon having barely put a foot 
wrong. 

He wasn’t the only point of focus in a Saints

shirt here, though. 

The travelling fans would also have 
been keen to get a first glimpse of sum¬ 
mer signings Victor Wanyama and 
Dejan Lovren in competitive action for 
the club. 

The pair cost Saints in excess of £20m, 
and the early indications are that the 
investment has not been misplaced. 

Wanyama was, at times, an immense 
presence in midfield, resembling some 
sort of turbo-charged bulldozer, crash¬ 
ing through West Brom’s central mid- 
field wall. 

Combined the ball-hawking abilities of 
the more elegant Morgan Schneiderlin, 
Saints possess a pair who promise to 
offer opposing teams an almighty obsta¬ 
cle in the path towards their defence. 

Lovren, the £8.5m centre-half from 
Lyon, also enjoyed a strong debut. West 
Brom’s front two of Nicolas Anelka and 
Shane Long were kept largely in check, 
and, on the one occasion they did threat¬ 
en to break through, the Croatian 
launched himself into a magnificent slid¬ 
ing tackle to deny Anelka a clear route 
to Artur Boruc’s goal. 

It was fitting as well that, on a day 
where Saints put such faith in their own 
academy, it was one of their products 
who played an integral part in the win¬ 
ner, as Shaw’s clever little burst into the 
box won the decisive penalty in the final 
minute. 

And, as we all know, Rickie Lambert, 
the England international, doesn’t miss 
those.

Unbeaten 
Forest 
are on fire 

NOTTINGHAM Forest continued their 
flying start to the Championship sea¬ 
son with a 3-0 victory over 10-man 
Bolton to preserve their 100 per cent 
record. 

Jamie Mackie opened the scoring 
after only two minutes, Andy Reid dou¬ 
bled the lead five minutes after half¬ 
time and Henri Lansbury made it three 
in the 65th minute. 

Bolton had Darren Pratley sent off 
eight minutes into the second half. 

Watford are second but had to show 
their battling qualities in the match of 
the day against Reading at the 
Madejski Stadium. 

Adam Le Fondre (8), pictured below, 
and Jem Karacan (42) put Reading two 
up at the break and, although Marco 
Faraoni pulled one back in the 66th 
minute, Karacan restored the Royals’ 
two-goal advantage four minutes later. 

Watford were not finished, though, 
and Troy Deeney reduced the arrears 
with a 76th-minute penalty before sub¬ 
stitute Diego Fabbrini rescued a 3-3 
draw with an injury-time strike. 

Blackpool, Burnley, QPR and 
Leicester also have seven points, with 
young striker Tom Hitchcock scoring a 
last-minute winner on his Rangers 
debut to give Harry Redknapp’s side a 
dramatic 1-0 victory over Ipswich. 

Leicester beat local rivals Derby by 
the same score, the only goal coming 
in the 37th minute as a Paul Coutts 
clearance hit goalkeeper Lee Grant for 
an unfortunate own 
goal. 

Blackpool 
thought they would 
be joining Forest 
on nine points 
when Chris 
Basham gave them 
an 83rd-minute 
lead against 
Middlesbrough but 
the hosts were rewarded for persis¬ 
tence as Marvin Emnes made it 1-1 
with almost the last kick. 

Burnley left it late against Yeovil, 

Keith Treacy (74) and Sam Vokes (79) 
earning them a 2-0 victory at Turf 
Moor. 

At the bottom of the table, Millwall 
remain without a point or a goal after 
James Vaughan’s 57th-minute header 
sealed a 1-0 victory for Huddersfield. 

Oscar Garcia earned his first points 
as Brighton boss in a 1-0 win over 
Birmingham, Andy Crofts scoring the 
goal in the 73rd minute. 

Barnsley and Charlton both remain 
without a win this season after the 
Addicks fought back from two down to 
secure a 2-2 draw. 

The Tykes looked to be in control 
thanks to a goal in each half from 
Chris O’Grady at Oakwell, but Chris 
Powell’s men fought back. Substitute 
Jordan Cousins gave the Londoners a 
lifeline in the 64th minute and Simon 
Church pulled them level eight minutes 
later. 

In the early game, a fine solo goal 
from Ross McCormack earned Leeds 
a 1-1 draw against Yorkshire rivals 
Sheffield Wednesday. 

Kamil Zayatte had given Wednesday 
the lead in the 36th minute, with 
McCormack levelling 13 minutes after 
the break.

Northants 
grab their 
final spot 

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE completed 
their unlikely journey to a first 
Friends Life t20 final with a seven- 
wicket win over Essex at 
Edgbaston. 

The Steelbacks had won just 
three of their previous 22 
Twenty20 matches before this 
season but set up a final clash 
against Surrey, winners of the 
second semi-final against champi¬ 
ons Hampshire. 

An unbeaten 78-run stand 
between Cameron White and 
Steven Crook ensured they 
reached Essex’s 168 for five with 
11 balls to spare - the highest 
successful run chase on finals 
day. 

Opener Richard Levi’s 57 from 35 
balls laid the foundation for a pur¬ 
suit that had threatened to lose 
direction before White (36 not out) 
and Crook (46) stole the game 
away inside 36 balls. 

Following Levi’s departure 
Northamptonshire went 28 balls 
without a boundary to leave the

game poised. 

But from there White and Crook 
hit 12 of the next 21 balls to the 
ropes in a blistering 21-minute 
period. 

Northamptonshire were left with 
a tough chase after they dropped 
dangermen Hamish Rutherford 
and Graham Napier at opposite 
ends of the innings, costing them 
59 runs in total. 

White was the culprit when he 
put down Rutherford from the 
third ball of the day, before he had 
scored, and was immediately pun¬ 
ished when Rutherford flicked 
David Willey’s next ball for six. 

The New Zealander added a 
quickfire 36 from 19 balls but even 
that was overshadowed by Napier 
late on as he finished unbeaten on 
38 from 15 balls. 

The all-rounder was reprieved on 
15 when Northamptonshire skip¬ 
per Alex Wakely put down a sim¬ 
ple chance at mid off. 

He was fully made to pay as 
Napier smacked his next five balls 
for 21, including consecutive sixes 
in Azharullah’s last over.

There was no revised Duckworth Lewis target 
to blame this time though, as the Royals failed to 
defend a below-par 142-9 against Surrey, who 
won by four wickets with four balls to spare to 
book a place in the Friends Life t20 final against 
Northants. 

Zander De Bruyn’s 40-ball 41 ensured that 
Surrey were always in the game after the out¬ 
standing Azhar Mahmood had denied 
Hampshire, as he did at the Champions League 
in October, by producing the second-best figures 
recorded at Finals Day (4-1-9-2). 

Having hit a career-best 62 against Hampshire 
less than 48 hours earlier, Zafar Ansari ensured 
a Surrey win with four balls to spare, his 12-ball 
21 including 11 in three balls against Chris Wood 
in the penultimate over - and the winning runs. 

Hampshire got off to a bad start when, after 
losing the toss, Michael Carberry batted out a 
Mahmood maiden before he, James Vince and 
Neil McKenzie all departed during a powerplay 
that yielded a disappointing 39-3. 

Carberry, needing 22 to pass Craig Kieswetter 
as the tournament’s leading run scorer, depart¬

Chris Wood breathed some life into 
Hampshire’s innings with ten in two balls 
against Dernbach, tickling four to the fine-leg 
boundary then pulling a big six next ball. 

But he flung his bat skywards in frustration 
when he was run out at the non-striker’s end, 
after Mascarenhas called a quick single. 

Then Hampshire’s captain spliced the next 
ball, an attempted pull against Mahmood, to 
Maxwell at long-on, ending any realistic hope of 
a 150-plus total. 

Tanvir set the wrong tone with two wides in 
the first over of Surrey’s reply before 
Hampshire struck twice in seven balls. 

Jason Roy pulled Mascarenhas’s third ball to 
deep mid-wicket and Steven Davies was caught 
by Hampshire’s captain at mid-on midway 
through Wood’s first over. 

Surrey made 43-2 from the six-over powerplay 
on but lost captain Vikram Solanki, lbw at the 
end of the next over, Briggs’s first, for a 15-ball 
19. 

Glenn Maxwell, relishing the chance to 
remind Hampshire of his talent after being 
unavailable for Finals Day last year, kept 
Surrey in the driving seat with a 21-ball 26 
before driving Dawson’s fifth ball to long-off. 

Mascarenhas had kept Hampshire in the hunt 


with yet another tidy spell (4-0-24-1) and Briggs 
(4-0-28-1) conceded only four from his final over 
to leave Surrey requiring 40 from 30 balls. 

With Surrey requiring 32 from four overs, 
McKenzie took a sensational diving catch on the 
run at backward point when Gary Wilson (15) 
sliced a drive against the returning Wood. 

When the third umpire decided that Azhar 
Mahmood was run out by the narrowest of mar¬ 
gins, without facing a ball, following Dawson’s

Requiring 24 from the last three overs, Surrey 
were grateful for two more Tanvir wides. The 
Pakistani recovered well from both to leave 18 
needed from 12 balls.

Big hitter 
Maxwell in 
the frame 

FORMER Hampshire all-rounder Glenn 
Maxwell’s second unbeaten century in 
four games for Australia A has 
strengthened his claims for a regular 
place in his country’s senior side. 

The 24-year-old big hitting slow 
bowler played two Champions League 
games for Australia prior to the current 
Ashes series starting. He scored 32 
against Sri Lanka and an unbeaten 29 
against New Zealand. 

There had been talk Down Under that 
Maxwell should be named in the Ashes 
tour party after making his Test debut 
in India earlier this year. 

But that never came to fruition and 
instead he linked up with Australia A for 
their tour of Sri Lanka after a poor t20 
spell with Surrey. 

Maxwell, pictured, who started the 
2012 English season playing for 
Salisbury club South Wilts, first made 
headlines when he contributed his 
highest first class score - an unbeaten 
155 - against India A. 

That 193-ball knock was overshad¬ 
owed by the controversial David 
Warner smashing 193 during Australia’s 
474-5 declared total. It was obviously a

good batting track as South Africa A 
responded with 614-7 declared, Dean 
Elgar making 268 and No 7 Thami 
Tsolekile contributing an eye-raising 
159. 

Having celebrated his best-ever first 
class innings, Maxwell last week struck 
his best-ever limited overs score. 

Going into bat at No 7 against India A 
in a triangular 50-over tournament 
match with Australia 122-5, Maxwell’s 
best ever List A score was 61. 

A sensational unbeaten 145 from just 
79 balls followed, an innings peppered 
with 18 fours and six sixes. 

Maxwell - whose century occupied 
66 deliveries - scored his 145 runs from 
a total of 176 scored while he was at 
the crease. 

He followed that up with 93 off 56 
balls in the return against India three 
days later. 

The pitches have been sweet for bat¬ 
ting in South Africa and the grounds 
small, but Victorian coach Greg 
Shipperd hopes Maxwell is now given a 
chance to settle in the middle order of 
the one-day team as Australia builds 
for the 2015 World Cup. 

Shipperd said Maxwell, who has reg¬ 
ularly batted at No 3 in ODIs, was 
“rapidly developing” his off-spin bowl¬ 
ing, which should stand him in good 
stead for future Australian tours.”

IN-FORM striker Lewis Grabban 
sealed a memorable victory for 
Cherries as FA Cup holders 
Wigan were beaten in a fiery 
clash at Dean Court this after¬ 
noon. 

Grabban netted his fourth goal of 
the Championship season when he 
capitalised on a defensive error to 
slot home in the 43rd minute. 

Brett Pitman missed a glorious 
opportunity to double the lead 
when Scott Carson produced an 
excellent penalty save to deny the 
Cherries frontman. 

But much-fancied Wigan rarely 
threatened as an attacking force 
and their chances were hit when 
substitute Callum McManaman 
controversially saw red for his 
challenge on Pitman. 

And despite pushing forward in 
search of an equaliser, Wigan 
rarely threatened as Cherries held 
on with ease for a fine win, provid¬ 
ing the perfect response to last 
week’s 6-1 hammering at Watford. 

Cherries manager Eddie Howe 
made two changes to the team 
which suffered that heavy loss at 
Vicarage Road last time out. 
Veteran left-back Ian Harte came in 
for injured Charlie Daniels (heel), 
with fit-again striker Pitman pro¬ 
moted from the bench in favour of 
midfielder Andrew Surman. 

UNDERDOGS 

Wigan, relegated from the 
Premier League during their FA 
Cup-winning campaign last term, 
named a side packed with big- 
money signings, top-flight experi¬ 
ence and international players. 

But despite kicking off as under¬ 
dogs, Cherries could have been 
ahead inside the first minute. 
Released by a pinpoint Ryan Fraser 
through ball, Grabban got in behind 
the visiting defence for a glorious 
opportunity, only for ex-England 
keeper Carson to block his left-foot 
shot. 

As rain continued to pour on a 
dank day at Dean Court, Ryan 
Allsop was forced to tip over a dip¬ 
ping drive when Wigan midfielder 
James McCarthy tried his luck 
from distance. 

With the conditions deteriorating, 
the two teams, renowned for their 


footballing style, both struggled to 
find a rhythm as a combination of 
stray passes and constant pressing 
made for an untidy opening. 

Despite Wigan attempting to dic¬ 
tate possession by utilising their 
extra man in the centre of the park, 
Cherries steadily worked their way 
into the match. 

And the hosts were unfortunate 
not to make a breakthrough with a 
delightful piece of interplay on 24 


minutes. Carson showed fine antic¬ 
ipation - then bravery - to claim at 
the feet of Grabban after a lovely 
exchange with Pitman had 
unlocked the Wigan backline. 

Harry Arter then attempted to 
break the deadlock from 25 yards 
but, under pressure from 
McCarthy, his ambitious effort 
sailed over the top of the Ted 
MacDougall Stand. 

Ben Watson, Wigan’s match win¬ 


ner in the FA Cup final, was not as 
accurate with his head as he had 
been at Wembley as he nodded over 
after being found by James 
McArthur’s mis-hit volley. 

With the tempo building, Fraser 
opted not to shoot after a James 
Perch slip had left him with a clear 
run on the right, but his cross for 
the awaiting Grabban was cut out 
by Leon Barnett at full stretch. 

Cherries continued to grow into 


the game and the club’s trademark 
corner routine almost did the trick 
when Harte’s delivery found 
Pitman via a stepover, but his fero¬ 
cious drive was blocked in a crowd¬ 
ed penalty area. 

But two minutes before the break, 
Cherries got the goal their improve¬ 
ment had merited. It owed much to 
an error from Wigan defender 
Perch, whose backpass served only 
as a perfect ball for Grabban to 
seize on, the striker rounding a 
helpless Carson before coolly 
rolling into an empty net. 

Cherries continued on the front 
foot after the interval and spurned 
the chance to double their advan¬ 
tage when Pitman was denied from 
the spot. 

After Harte’s powerful volley had 
forced Carson to parry, Jean 
Beausejour was deemed to have 
felled Pitman, with referee Graham 
Scott having no hesitation in 
awarding the penalty. But Carson, 
having played some mind games by 
hopping up and down his goal-line, 
leapt to his left to produce an excel¬ 
lent save. 

Wigan boss Coyle called on James 
McClean and McManaman as he 
looked to his bench for a route back 
into the contest. 

However, McManaman was on 
the field little more than three min¬ 
utes as he was sent off in a contro¬ 
versial flashpoint soon after his 
introduction. 

TALENTED 

The talented winger threw him¬ 
self into a tackle on Pitman and 
with Cherries’ players and staff 
protesting furiously, referee Scott 
showed the Wigan substitute a red 
card. 

That sparked angry scenes on the 
touchline as Coyle pointed the fin¬ 
ger at Cherries defender Harte. 

Despite their numerical disadvan¬ 
tage, Wigan piled forward in search 
of an equaliser and Cherries were 
grateful to Marc Pugh for clearing 
Barnett’s header off the line. 

Pitman’s quick-thinking free-kick 
was wonderfully inventive but 
Carson produced a tremendous 
back-tracking save to keep the 
Latics in the match. 

But that was the last of the goal¬ 
mouth action as Cherries comfort¬ 
ably saw out time.

LIONS VICTORIOUS DOWN UNDER 

Sam Warburton’s team achieved what 
no other British and Irish Lions squad 
had managed since 1997 - winning a 
test series in Australia. And they did so 
in style. With the series tied 1-1 and 
amid unrelenting pressure, the tourists 
scored four tries in Sydney en route to 
an emphatic 41-16 victory over the 
Wallabies to prove they were back in 
business as a world rugby force. 

MURRAY CONQUERS WIMBLEDON 

Andy Murray said before Wimbledon 
that he was comfortable that he may 
never fulfil his dream of winning at 
SW19. He will never have to harbour 
such worries again, though. Having 
joined the grand slam winners’ circle at 
the US Open last year, he swiftly ended 
Britain’s tortuous wait for a Wimbledon 
men’s singles champion with an amaz¬ 
ing straight-sets victory over Novak 
Djokovic. The Scot defeated the world 
number one 6-4 7-5 6-4 to end Fred 
Perry's 77-year reign as the last British 
winner of the men's singles title. 

ROSE BREAKS MAJOR DUCK 

Justin Rose survived a rollercoaster 
final round to win his first major title in 
last month’s US Open. The 32-year-old 
Englishman said after his second round 
at Merion that he knew “deep down” he 
could win a major, and held his nerve 
on a dramatic final day, carding five 
birdies and five bogeys to finish one 
over par. Tony Jacklin was the last 
Englishman to win the US Open in 1970 
- 10 years before Rose was born - while 
Nick Faldo was the last to win a major 
in the 1996 US Masters. 

ENGLAND'S ASHES 

England ensured a third successive 
Ashes series win after just the fourth 
Test of the series in Chester-le-Street. 
After racing into a 2-0 lead, Alastair 
Cook’s side retained the little urn with a 
draw in Manchester, before winning 
them after Stuart Broad set-off a stun¬ 
ning late Australia collapse in Durham. 
After victory at Trent Bridge, largely 
thanks to James Anderson’s 10-wicket 
haul, Cook's men showed their class at 
Lord’s with a thumping 347-run win. 
While Australia dominated at Old 
Trafford - England were 37 for three on 
the final day chasing 332 - England 
found their best when it counted 
against at Emirates Durham ICG. 

MO IS THE MAN AGAIN 

Mo Farah was crowned world 5,000 
metres and 10,000 metres champion, to 
go with his Olympic titles from last year, 
at the Luzhniki Stadium in Moscow. 
Great Britain team captain Christine 
Ohuruogu also won gold in the 
women’s 400m as she broke Kathy 
Cook’s 29-year-old national record.

ten for the pages of the Echo for 10 years 
now and for fanzines and websites, etc for 
15. 

I’ve seen football become this soulless, 
cash driven monster; I’ve seen hopes and 
dreams trampled underfoot in the search 
for cash and kudos. 

Seldom have I seen such complete and 
utter joy at one man’s triumph. Facebook 
and Twitter were aflame with views on the 
Southampton man and, apart from bitter 
Pompey fans, they all loved him. 

Not since Matthew Le Tissier has one man 
been so adored by Saints fans. A humble 
man, a hardworking man, a man who 
showed, ironically enough, the likes of 
Wayne Rooney there is more to life than 
money, the next contract, the next endorse¬ 


ment. Rooney may earn more than Lambert 
but, for me, Lambert’s the richest man in 
town. 

Universally loved by the people of 
Southampton, not just for what he does on 
the pith but what he brings to the game off 
it: honour, respect, hard work and dedica¬ 
tion. Every single accolade has been earned. 

As I said last week, you can’t underesti¬ 
mate the impact Rickie Lambert has had on 
this club.

IN what has now become a fixture of 
the annual football calendar, the inter¬ 
national break just days before the 
season kicks-off made its ill-timed 
appearance once again this week. 

Despite these matches being termed 
“friendlies”, the chances of injury must 
surely be at a high, coming as it does before 
the players have fully gained match-fitness. 

One only has to look at the intensity 
shown at Wembley on Wednesday night to 
see that these matches are hardly just a kick 
around in the park. This is international 
football, and apart from the pride of playing 
for your country there is a World Cup just 
around the corner that every footballer and 
their agent has their eyes on. 

As we find ourselves less than a year out 
from football’s biggest carnival, I’ve decided 
to cast an eye over some of the contenders to 
see just where they are in their prepara¬ 
tions.

Perhaps the performance of the night was 
by Argentina, who were more comfortable 
in their victory over Italy than the 2-1 score¬ 
line suggests. 

Gonzalo Higuain notched up his 26th inter¬ 
national goal in the absence of Lionel Messi 
and laid on another for Ever Banega as the 
Argentinians look to build toward Brazil. 

Finally France and Belgium played a 0-0 

, draw in Brussels, with the French now 

6 going over six hours without a goal. It 

* was the home side that looked the 
^ Jr most threatening, but they were not 
clinical enough in front of goal with 
Lukaku and Hazard guilty of miss¬ 
ing guilt-edged chances. 

Should they find that killer 
instinct in the final-third, this 
side has every chance of causing 
some upsets next summer. 
Brazil 2014 is still a long way 
off for some sides, with the 
final rounds of qualifying 
still to come, and a whole sea¬ 
son between then and now. A 
lot can change in football 
over the course of a season, 
but for some there are more 
changes to be made than oth¬ 
ers.

There is obviously the World Cup 
in Brazil next summer, assuming 
England qualify, and, while he has¬ 
n’t yet booked his ticket on the 
plane, his performance at 
Wembley means he is now in the 
departure lounge, waiting for the 
call. 


Saints can 
spring a 
surprise 

HERE we go again! The 
Premier League is now 
under way, so it is time to 
offer up a few predictions. 

It is always so difficult at 
this stage, with the trans¬ 
fer window open for a 
couple of weeks yet, to 
determine how clubs will 
do. 

That is particularly true 
this summer, with big 
question marks over some 
of the league’s best play¬ 
ers, such as Wayne 
Rooney, Gareth Bale and 
Luis Suarez. 

Much will depend on 
what happens with these 
three in the coming 
weeks. 

But, going on what we 
know for certain, I am 
picking Chelsea as this 
season’s champions. 

Their biggest signing this 
summer has undoubtedly 
been Jose Mourinho, and I 
am thrilled he is back in 
the Premier League. 

I love their squad. 
They’ve got Romelu 
Lukaku back from West 
Brom, who looks like a 
younger Didier Drogba. 

Andre Schiirrle and 
Kevin De Bruyne look 
excellent, 
and we are 
waiting to 
see if Rooney 
will arrive. 

Manchester 
City have 
spent £86m 
and have strengthened 
well for new manager 
Manuel Pellegrini, above. 
They will be strong run¬ 
ners, and I think they will 
finish second. 

Manchester United need 
to freshen up in two or 
three areas, and I don’t 
see them retaining the 
title. 

Tottenham’s prospects 
depend a lot on the future 
of Bale, but I am excited 
by their squad, and if the 
Welshman stays then they 
are definitely a top-four 
side, which will push 
Arsenal into fifth. 

At the bottom, I think the 
three promoted clubs - 
Cardiff, Hull and Crystal 
Palace - will head back 
down, while I’m backing 
Saints for a top-eight fin¬ 
ish and, if things go really 
well, I think we might even 
surprise people a bit more 
than that.

ROY Hodgson saluted a “fairy 
tale” debut by Southampton 
striker Rickie Lambert who 
scored with his first touch in 
international football as England 
defeated Scotland 3-2 in a pul¬ 
sating friendly at Wembley. 

The England manager saw Lambert 
score the winner with a bullet head¬ 
er, less than three minutes after com¬ 
ing off the bench in the second half to 
replace Wayne Rooney. 

And Hodgson admitted 31-year-old 
Lambert could have played himself 
into his World Cup qualifying squad 
with his spectacular 25-minute 
cameo at Wembley. 

“It’s satisfying that it was won by a 
fairy tale goal from Rickie Lambert,” 
said Hodgson. “He’s been a breath of 
fresh air while with us, so happy to 
be part of the squad. What a wonder¬ 
ful story that he crowned it with the 
winning goal. 

“He could have gone away with the 
match ball, with his shot against the 
post and another that had to be 
palmed away. But maybe he has to be 
happy with one goal and he’ll save a 
few others for a later date.” 

Asked whether it would be tough to 
leave him put of the squad for the 
matches against Moldova and 
Ukraine next month, Hodgson added: 
“I guess so. Obviously there might be 
a bit more competition next time. 

“Daniel Sturridge is hopefully back 
playing after 45 minutes behind 
closed doors today. Andy Carroll is 
not far from fitness. We’ll see in the 
next three weeks, but he won’t be 
being struck off my list very lightly. 
It’s up to him to go out for 
Southampton and do what he did last 
year with his goals and assists.” 

England were stunned when 


Morrison gave the Scots an early 
lead but ex-Saint Theo Walcott 
equalised before half-time. Scotland, 
however, came back to go ahead with 
a sparkling strike from Miller before 
headers from Manchester United 
striker Danny Welbeck and Lambert 
sealed the triumph. 

Hodgson said: “Defensively there 
are a few holes in our game we’d like 
to see disappear but it was a very pos¬ 
itive performance. 

“We took plenty of risks with the 
ball, got players forward, created 
many more opportunities and dan¬ 
gerous situations than in past games. 

“That’s very positive. Maybe the 
most positive is to come from behind. 
When you have to chase games and 
take the responsibility for making 
the game, trying things, there’s 
always a risk you could get caught on 
the counter like with Miller’s goal.” 

Hodgson was pleased with the per¬ 
formance of Rooney who played 
longer than expected, having recent¬ 
ly recovered from a shoulder injury 
and not having played any pre-sea- 
son games. 

Asked about Rooney’s perfor¬ 
mance, Hodgson said: “Good. This 
is his first competitive game of the 
year. Under normal circum¬ 
stances you wouldn’t be expect¬ 
ing that of a player in mid- 
August against Scotland, but

UP-TO-THE MINUTE SAINTS NEWS AT WWW.DAILYECHO.CO.UR 
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THE last time Saints faced West 
Bromwich Albion in the first game of the 
season they were about to embark on 
their 1976 FA Cup winning campaign. 

Now, 37 years later, Mauricio Pochettino’s 
men travel to the Hawthorns for their open¬ 
ing Premier League fixture. 

And they will be eager to emulate the suc¬ 
cess of that famous campaign when Bobby 
Stokes secured a 1-0 victory over Manchester 
United at Wembley. 

The 3-0 win over the Baggies was one of only 
seven season openers that the Hampshire 
club have won since their first top flight cam¬ 
paign in 1966/67. 

In comparison to the cup winning season, 
the most expensive player on the club’s books 
was Peter Osgood - a £250,000 purchase from 
Chelsea. 

This summer the club have spent a stagger¬ 
ing £21m, with the signing of Croatian, Dejan 
Lovren for £8.5m from Lyon and Kenyan 
Victor Wanyama for £12.5m from Celtic. 

For the majority of fans, the first top flight 
season, will be either a distant memory or an 
event that happened long before they were 
born. 

Here the Sports Pink’s Peter Howard looks 
back at those opening day clashes. 

1966/67 

Not long after the England team lifted the World Cup 
at Wembley, Saints took to the hallowed turf at The Dell 
to take on Manchester City in a 1-1 draw. 

Terry Paine, fresh from the England World Cup squad, 
blasted home an unstoppable drive on the stroke of 
half-time before City equalised after the interval. 

New £55,000 signing Ron Davies from Norwich, who 
died in May this year, debuted up-front and despite a 
goalless game he went on to be the leagues top scorer 
with a whopping 37 goals, that included three hat-tricks 
and six more in cup competitions. 

Although Saints were prolific in front of goal the 
defence leaked a league worst of 92 goals meaning The 
Dell club was 19th of the 22 teams in the division that 
Manchester United won. 

1967/68 

Scottish international Jimmy Gabriel made his debut in 
a 3-0 drubbing by Newcastle United at the start of 
1967/68. 

Paine missed a penalty and Davies had a header 
cleared off the line but three second half goals won the 
game for the Magpies. 

Manager Ted Bates secured the services of striker 
Davies for two more years and once again impressed 
with 28 goals and was joint top scorer with George Best 
in the league and bagged four in the 6-2 rout of 
Chelsea. 

Bates’ side beat eventual champions Manchester City 
3-2, in their second match of the season, and went on 
to finish 16th. 

1968/69 

This campaign began with a 3-1 defeat against that 
season’s eventual title winners Leeds United at The 
Dell. 

An own-goal by United gifted the home-side the lead 
within a minute of the game starting, before Saints were 
undone by indecision at the back. 

Bates’ team made amends for the defeat by beating 
stalwarts Liverpool 2-0 in the second match. 

The free-scoring Davies once again supplied a healthy 
total of 20 goals and the defensive partnership of John 
McGrath and Gabriel meant Saints were more water 
tight, only conceding 43 goals compared to the 93 and 
83 they let in the first two terms. 

Bobby Stokes smashed in three goals in four games 
including two on his debut in the 5-1 win over Burnley. 

Saints achieved seventh place in their highest ever 
league finish, meaning they reached Europe for the first 
time. 

1969/70 

Once again Saints failed to win their first game. This 
time West Bromwich Albion beat them 2-0 at The Dell. 


Bates, who had been Saints manager for 14 years, 
became the longest serving boss when Man United’s Sir 
Matt Busby moved upstairs. 

And Saints trounced United 4-1 at Old Trafford in their 
third match of the season for their first win, Davies bag¬ 
ging all four goals that day. 

In the Inter-Cities Fairs Cup , Norwegian side 
Rosenborg beat Saints 1-0 in their first ever European 
outing, before they put two past them in the return leg 
at The Dell, setting up a tie with Portuguese side Vitoria 
de Guimaraes, who they thrashed 8-4 over two legs. 

Saints eventually bowed out of Europe in the third 
round to Newcastle, on the away goals rule. 

The brief tour of the continent was the only highlight of 
an otherwise disappointing year, finishing 19th in the 
league. 

1970/71 

In a repeat of their Division 1 debut season Saints 
faced Manchester City in their opener and once again 
drew 1-1 at The Dell. 

Ron Davies remained in red and white, after interest 
from Manchester United and Liverpool, to score in the 
City match. 

Midfielder Brian O’Neil made his debut in that game 


after signing for a record £75,000. 

Despite eventually finishing seventh and qualifying for 
Europe, Saints failed to win any of their first four games 
until winning 1-0 against Ipswich Town with Davies 
securing the victory at The Dell. 

1971/72 

For the sixth season running Saints failed to win their 
season opener, this time losing to newly promoted 
Sheffield United 3-1 at Bramall Lane. 

Ted Bates made no new signings in anticipation of a 
European campaign and his side were duly knockout in 
round one to Spanish side Athletic Bilbao with an aggre¬ 
gate result of 4-1. 

In somewhat of an unforgettable season, Saints were 
thrashed 8-0 by Everton and smashed 7-0 by Leeds, as 
well as having a completely winless February and 
March. 

It wasn’t forgettable, however, for Brian Clough who 
orchestrated Derby County’s meteoric rise to lift the 
division trophy. 

1972/73 

Captain Terry Paine missed out for the first time in 15 
seasons with a suspension as his team drew 1-1 with 


Derby County at home. 

Defender Francis Burns made his debut after signing 
from Manchester United. 

Ron Davies was in the twilight of his career, meaning 
Mike Channon’s 16 goals were very important to keep 
Saints in the league. 

The draw signalled an ongoing trend with Saints draw¬ 
ing the most games in the league with 18 draws in total. 

1973/74 

A 1-1 draw against QPR welcomed Lawrie McMenemy 
to the club as “team manager-designate”. 

St Mirren’s prolific centre-forward Ally MacLeod 
arrived for £40,000 but didn’t make his debut until 
January, Peter Osgood also joined for a record fee of 
£250,000. 

It was the first time the top flight saw three teams rele¬ 
gated and three promoted. Unfortunately for Saints, who 
finished 20th in a 22 team league, they fell through the 
trap-door as the first third-to-bottom club to be relegat¬ 
ed. 

1974/75 

The Saints struggled in their return to the second tier 
after an eight season absence.

It was a 3-3 draw with Hull City that kicked off the 
campaign with Osgood scoring and Paul Gilchrist bag¬ 
ging a brace. 

In McMenemy’s first season in full charge the club 
slumped to 13th in Div 2. 

1975/76 

A 3-0 thrashing of West Brom ended an eight year 
spell without an opening day win. 

Channon slammed in a brace and Nick Holmes was 
on target, with Peter Rodrigues making his debut after 
signing on a free from Sheffield Wednesday. 

Saints had their best ever season at The Dell, winning 
18 and only losing once to finish sixth. 

This was hugely overshadowed by the incredible FA 
Cup win at Wembley, Bobby Stokes scoring the only 
goal against Manchester United, to secure the cup for 
the only time in the clubs history. 

1976/77 

After the high of winning the cup, Saints lost 1-0 to 
Liverpool in the Charity Shield before losing 2-1 to 
Carlisle United at home, Peter Osgood scoring for 
McMenemy’s team. 

This was a sign of things to come with Saints having 


to wait until the third month of the season for their first 
win, beating Fulham 4-1 at The Dell. 

The run of four losses and three draws included a 6-2 
thrashing by Charlton. 

After the win at Fulham, Saints won four on the trot 
scoring 15 goals and conceding three amongst the 
results a 6-2 win at Wolves. 

Compared to the previous season it was fairly boring 
for the supporters and they eventually finished ninth in 
Division Two. 

1977/78 

After three seasons in the second tier, Saints were 
finally promoted after finishing runner-up to Bolton. 

They started the season slowly when they drew 1-1 
with Brighton & Hove Albion at home. 

Only five members of the 14 players that won the FA 
Cup remained - only Mel Blyth, David Peach, Ian Turner, 
Holmes and Osgood were left. 

Most notably Mick Channon left for Manchester City. 

McMenemy brought in Phil Boyer as a direct replace¬ 
ment and two centre-backs, Chris Nicholl from Aston 
Villa and Mike Pickering from Barnsley. 

That trio made their debuts in the Brighton match and 
were all influential in the club’s promotion back to the 


top flight. The former Norwich, Bournemouth and York 
partnership of Ted MacDougall, who returned 14 goals, 
and Boyer, who smashed in 17, helped Saints to score a 
scorching 70 goals in that season. 

1978/79 

In their first game back in the the top flight, 
McMenemy’s outfit were beaten 3-1 by Norwich City 
with MacDougall scoring Saints only goal. 

Among the new faces that season were Yugoslav 
international Ivan Golac and Derby County’s Terry 
Curran. 

Ted Bates became a director and George Reader, who 
was at the club one way or another since the 1920s as a 
player, director or manager, passed away. 

Nonetheless Saints re-established themselves as a top 
flight club with 14th place finish with Liverpool lifting the 
championship. 

1979/80 

This season will be remembered as the year Saints 
secured the services of Kevin Keegan from Hamburg. 
The twice European player of the year was signed for a 
record £400,000. 

Saints had a fantastic season, opening with a 1-1 


draw with Manchester United and were eighth come the 
end of the campaign. 

Phil Boyer was prolific with a return of 23 goals in 43 
games. 


1980/81 

With the arrival of Keegan, The Dell side snapped up 
their highest ever football league finish (sixth) and got 
yet another crack at European competition. 

Saints were unbeaten in their first five games, starting 
with a 2-0 win over Manchester City in which Mick 
Channon bagged a brace and Keegan and Mike 
McCartney made their debuts. 

McMenemy’s side were the second highest scorers in 
the league with 76 goals, only beaten by Ipswich Town 
with 77. 

1981/82 

This was the season when McMenemy was 
approached by Manchester United and turned the job 
down, in what he described as “the most agonising 
decision of my life”. 

Nevertheless, come the start of the season it was 
business as usual and Saints lost 2-1 to Nottingham 
Forest in the opener. 

At the midpoint Saints were topping the table, leading 
the division for longer than any other club between 
January and late March but finished a comparably dis¬ 
appointing seventh. 

Yet, as conciliation, the Red and Whites did claim a 
UEFA Cup place. 


1982/83 

England goalkeeper Peter Shilton defused the depar¬ 
ture of two key players, Channon and Keegan, the for¬ 
mer leaving for Newcastle KB United in Australia on loan 
and the latter moved to the Premier League namesake. 

Starting the season with a 1-0 defeat to minnows 
Coventry City, Saints descended to 14th in the league. 

Youngster Danny Wallace was top scorer with 12 
goals and the defence performed better but without the 
attacking prowess of Keegan Saints scored 18 less 
goals. 

McMenemy was set to make a lot of changes for the 
next season and freed seven players, among them 
Nicholl, Ivan Katalinic, Bob Lee, David Puckett and Mark 
Whitlock. 

The arrivals included a little known apprentice called 
Dennis Wise, Ken Armstrong from Kilmarnock and jour¬ 
neyman Frank Worthington from Sunderland. 

1983/84 

It was the year of Saints highest ever finish and it 
started with a 1-0 win over Nottingham Forest. Wallace 
grabbed the goal in a game that Armstrong and 
Worthington made their debuts. 

Saints, incredibly, finished as league runners up and 
were just three points behind winners Liverpool on 77 
points. 

An FA Cup run to the semi-final may have distracted 
from valuable league matches, among them a defeat to 
lowly Nottingham County. 

1984/85 

Off the back of the club’s best ever season the next 
one started slowly, the first match was lost 3-1 to 
Sunderland. 

It took another four matches to get a win, Williams 
scoring in a 1-0 victory over Spurs. 

Joe Jordan made his debut in a red and white shirt, in 
the opening day defeat and went onto score 12 goals in 
34 games. 

For the fourth season out five Saints reached 
European competition after finishing fifth in Division 1. 

1985/86 

The centenary year for Saints was a grim year for 
English football as a whole, following the Heysel 
Stadium disaster when Liverpool and Juventus fans 
clashed English clubs were banned from European com¬ 
petition. 

Chris Nicholl took over as manager from the departing 
McMenemy, with Tony Barton arriving as assistant. 

Saints began the season with a 1-1 draw with 
Newcastle United - Dave Puckett scoring the goal. 

Nicholl’s side then failed to win until early September, 
when they finally won 3-0 against Manchester City, 
Saints eventually finished 14th. 

1986/87 

Saints got off to a blistering start with 5-1 win over 
QPR. New £400,000 striker, Colin Clarke, from

Bournemouth bagged a hat-trick on his debut and Nick 
Holmes and Danny Wallace rounded off the scoring. 

That year was the beginning of the reduction to 20 
teams in the top flight, over the next two season 19th 
place would therefore be relegated. 

Charlton Athletic were the first to be demoted, Saints 
finished 12th. 

This season can also be remembered as the year Matt 
Le Tissier signed his first professional contract at the 
age of 18, scoring six goals in 24 games. 

Le God, as he went on to be known, made his debut 
in a 4-3 defeat Norwich City. 

1987/88 

A 2-2 draw against Manchester United kick off the 
campaign in which McMenemy’s legacy started to fade. 

Peter Shilton, Holmes, Mark Dennis and Dave 
Armstrong were all moved on; George Lawrence was 
also sold to Millwall. 

The replacements consisted of keeper John Burridge, 
defender Kevin Moore from Oldham and Graham Baker 
made a return from Manchester City. 

After a topsy-turvy summer Saints managed a 12th 
place finish. Notably Alan Shearer made his first appear¬ 
ance for the club. 

1988/89 

Saints opened their top flight account with a 4-0 
smashing of West Ham United. 

Russell Osman made his debut in that match along 
with striker Paul Rideout, who bagged twice. Le Tiss 
also scored with Glenn Cockerill grabbing the other. 

Despite three wins on the bounce at the beginning of 
the season, against the Hammers, QPR and Luton 
Town, Saints slumped to 13th in the league. 

1989/1990 

Saints were the second highest scorers in this cam¬ 
paign, banging in a scorching 71 goals, Le Tiss grabbing 
20 of them and Rod Wallace slamming in 18. 

But it was a disappointing opening fixture as they 
went down 2-1 to lowly Millwall at The Dell. 

Nicholl’s team then steamed their way to a seventh 
place finish. 

1990/1991 

A 1-1 all draw with Aston Villa started the penultimate 
Division 1 campaign before the Premier League, Le Tiss 
popping up with the goal. 

And, after finishing 14th, Nicholl’s time in charge was 
up and was sacked. After reaching the semi-final of 
each cup competition but finishing just once in the top 
half of the league his time was up. 

1991/92 

Finally, after much debate, Saints’ board had their new 
man, Ian Branfoot. 

He lost his first game in charge, an exciting 3-2 loss 
against Tottenham at The Dell, Alan Shearer and 
Richard Hall scored but a brace from Gary Lineker and a 
Gordon Durie goal cancelled out the Saints double. 

1992/93 

For a second year running Saints began the season by 
facing Spurs at The Dell, the only time in the club’s his¬ 
tory when they faced the same club on the opening day 
in consecutive years. 

This time it was a goalless draw, in which, Kerry Dixon 
and David Speedie made their debuts. The pair were 
brought to the club to defuse the exit of Shearer, who 
was sold to newly promoted Blackburn Rovers for a 
British transfer record fee of £3.5m. 

They were partners at Chelsea but failed to make an 
impact as Saints finished 18th, with Dixon only scoring 
two and Speedie not getting any goals. 

1993/94 

Ian Branfoot penned a new three-year contract and 
signed Simon Charlton from Huddersfield for £250,000 
along with Colin Cramb and Paul McDonald for a com¬ 
bined price of £150,000. 

Charlton made his debut on the opening day against 
Everton, which Saints lost 2-0. 

The second season of the Premier League saw The 
Dell club finish 18th with Le Tissier scoring just over half 
of Saints goals (49 in total). 

1994/95 

A 1-1 draw, with eventual champions Blackburn 


Rovers, kicked off the season with Nicky Banger scor¬ 
ing. 

Bruce Grobbelaar arrived from Liverpool and more sig¬ 
nificantly, the services of Matt Le Tissier were pinned 
down for another three years. 

Another 20 goals by Le Tissier helped Saints finish 
10th. 

1995/96 

Alan Ball signed defender Alan Neilson from 
Newcastle £500,000 but the manager soon departed for 
Manchester City. 

Dave Merrington took over from Ball and in his first 
game in charge was an enthralling 4-3 defeat to 
Nottingham Forest with Le Tissier scoring a hat-trick. 

Saints hovered close to the relegation places for the 
whole season and narrowly avoided the drop on goal 
difference. 

1996/97 

Following 11 months in charge and a manager of the 
month award, Dave Merrington was sacked. 

Graeme Souness was then unveiled, who had just 
arrived back in England after managing Galatasaray. 

A 0-0 draw started the season, along with two ties and 
five losses; it meant Saints were yet to win in 1996/97 
after seven games. 

The first win came in late September, with a 4-0 


thrashing of Middlesbrough. Matt Oakley and Gordon 
Watson were on the score sheet along with Le Tissier, 
who netted a brace. 

Saints struggled again and finished 16th with Le 
Tissier top scoring with 13 goals. 

1997/98 

Graeme Souness left as manager and was eventually 
replaced by Stockport boss Dave Jones. 

Another poor start to the season saw Saints lose three 
on the trot. The first match was a 1 -0 defeat to Bolton 
Wanderers. 

Lee Todd and new keeper Paul Jones made their 
debuts that day. 

Even though Saints spent most the campaign around 
the drop zone, they managed to pull off a 12th place fin¬ 
ish. 

1998/99 

Saints finished just above the drop zone, beginning 
their season with seven defeats and two draws, starting 
out with 2-1 defeat against Liverpool. 

New signings Scott Hiley, Stuart Ripley, Mark Hughes, 
Wayne Bridge and James Beattie made their debuts in 
that match with Egil Ostenstad scoring. 

The second fixture was a horrifying 5-0 defeat to 
eventually relegated Charlton Athletic. 

Despite an appalling start Saints scraped survival, 


scoring just 37 goals, with only Nottingham Forest, who 
finished bottom, scoring less. 

1999/00 

A 1-0 win over Coventry City got this campaign under 
way, as Dean Richards made his debut with Ostenstad 
scoring the games only goal. Saints finished 15th overall 
that season. 

Marian Pahars top scored with 13 goals in 31 appear¬ 
ances. 

Dave Jones was replaced by Glenn Hoddle as Saints 
hovered above the relegation zone. 

2000/01 

Construction of St Mary’s began on June 1 and Glenn 
Hoddle signed former Manchester City striker Uwe 
Rosier, after his Berlin club went bankrupt, and Aston 
Villa’s Marc Draper arrived. 

Rosier and Draper made their debuts in the opening 2- 
2 draw with Derby County, Hassan Kachloul bagged a 
brace. 

Saints finished 10th with James Beattie top scorer 
with 11 goals, Le Tissier ensured the supporters would 
remember The Dell in style, as he volleyed a stunning 
shot to set up a 3-2 win over Arsenal in the 89th minute. 

2001/02 

Saints’ first ever fixture at St Mary’s was 4-3 defeat to

Mauricio Pochettino’s former club Espanyol. 

The inaugural league match at the new ground was 2- 
0 defeat to Chelsea. That result was part of a three 
match losing streak at the start of the season. 

It took until late November for Saints to secure vic¬ 
tory at St Mary’s. A 1-0 win over Charlton, Marian 
Pahars getting the winner. 

Stuart Gray was replaced as manager by Gordon 
Strachan in late October. 

2002/03 

Saints kicked off their 10th year in the Premier 
League with their 100th draw, a goalless one against 
Middlesbrough. 

Le Tiss had just had his testimonial and was the 
highest profile departure for the Saints that season. 

Michael Svensson joined countryman Anders 
Svensson at the club in a £2m move from Troyes. 

A wonderful FA Cup run to the final at Cardiff’s mil¬ 
lennium stadium and a 8th place finish rounded off a 
superb season for Saints. 

Despite losing 1-0 to Arsenal through Robert Pires’ 
goal in the cup final, Saints qualified for the UEFA 
Cup. 

2003/04 

Kevin Phillips and James Beattie scored as Saints 
drew with Leicester City on the opening day. 


Two goalless draws against Birmingham and Leeds 
followed, before a shock win over Manchester United 
as Beattie smashed in an 88th minute goal at St 
Mary’s. 

The UEFA Cup defeat to Steaua Bucharest 2-1 on 
aggregate meant Saints failed to make the group 
stage of the European competition. 

A respectable 12th place rounded off a year where 
Gordon Strachan was replaced by Paul Sturrock. 

Sturrock, who was in charge from mid-March, was 
then sacked at the end of the season and replaced by 
Steve Wigley. 

2004/05 

Relegation. That is all that you need to know about 
this season. 

And it started with 2-0 defeat to Aston Villa, Darius 
Vassell and Carlton Cole scoring to down Saints. 

A 3-2 win over Blackburn Rovers in the second 
match was a false dawn as they failed to win any 
Premier League match until they beat Pompey 2-1 at 
St Mary’s in November. 

Dexter Blackstock and Kevin Phillips were on target 
in the derby match. 

After being in the Premier League since day one, 
Saints bit the dust with Harry Redknapp at the helm 
after he replaced Wigley, who only lasted just 14 match¬ 
es. 


Going down with them was Crystal Palace and 
Norwich. 

2005/06 

Harry Redknapp, was still in charge of the club follow¬ 
ing relegation from the topflight, but two days before 
Christmas he was gone, replaced by former Hearts, 
Derby and Ipswich boss George Burley. 

A goalless draw with Wolves began Saints’ first sec¬ 
ond tier season in almost 30 years. 

A 12th place finish in a somewhat turbulent year with 
the change of management was a respectable position. 

2006/07 

Saints faced Derby County on the first day in 2-2 draw 
and in a 2-1 defeat at Pride Park but also in the play off 
semi-final at the end of the campaign. 

In the 2-2 draw, Gareth Bale and Bradley Wright 
Phillips scored but goals from Seth Johnson and Paul 
Peschisolido pegged Burley’s side back. 

Saints managed to sneak into the play-offs ahead of 
Preston North End. 

And that set up the semi-final against Derby, who had 
finished third. 

Andrew Surman put the Saints 1-0 up in the first leg at 
St Mary’s before two Steve Howard goals sealed victory 
for the Rams. 

The return leg was far more dramatic, a brace from 


Jhon Viafara and a Grzegorz Rasiak goal very late on 
secured extra time and eventually penalties. 

Leon Best and Inigo Idiakez missed their spot kicks to 
end the supporter’s hopes of a Premier League return. 

2007/08 

A 4-1 defeat against Crystal Palace started a fairly tor¬ 
rid season for Saints. 

The Polish pairing of Marek Saganowski and Grzegorz 
Rasiak played up front, with the former bagging the only 
goal for Saints. George Burley became the new manag¬ 
er of Scotland, which made way for Nigel Pearson. 

A forgettable 20th place confirmed that Saints were no 
longer a side heading for a quick return to the top flight. 

Pearson’s reign did not last long as he was released 
from his job at the end of the season. 

2008/09 

In an all round woeful season for Saints, Jan Poortvliet 
became the first ever foreign manager of the club. 

His first league match was a 2-1 defeat against Cardiff 
City at Ninian Park, David McGoldrick scored the only 
goal for Saints. 

Poortvliet only lasted at St Mary’s until February as 
academy coach Mark Wotte took over control. 

Saints’ slide down the football league continued and 
relegation was confirmed in a 2-2 draw with Burnley at 
St Mary’s. 

2009/10 

A ten point deduction and a makeshift team made the 
start of Saints’ first League One season since 1959/60 a 
difficult one. 

Although, Rickie Lambert joined from Bristol Rovers 
for £1 million and made his debut in the 2-0 League Cup 
win over Northampton in which he scored a goal. 

Seven games into the new season Alan Pardew’s side 
got their first win; a 2-0 victory against Yeovil Town, two 
Rickie Lambert penalties secured the win. 

The season opener was a 1-1 draw with Millwall, 
youngster Matthew Paterson, now at Aldershot Town, 
started the scoring before Nadjim Abdou equalised for 
the Lions. 

Despite the deduction of points - Alan Pardew steered 
his side to the edge of the play-offs and a day out at 
Wembley where they lifted the St Johnstone’s Paint 
Trophy by winning 4-1 against Carlisle United. 

2010/11 

Despite eventually being promoted, Saints started 
their 125th anniversary season losing to Plymouth 
Argyle 1-0 at home in their second season in the third 
tier. 

Some dogged defending by the Pilgrims paid off as 
Luke Summerfield popped up to slide the ball past 
Kelvin Davis. 

Ryan Dickson made his full debut at left wing against 
his former charges and with Rickie Lambert not even 
making the team, Lee Barnard and David Connelly led 
the line. 

Saints returned to the Championship with Nigel Adkins 
at the helm, after he replaced Pardew in September. 

2011/12 

Back in red and white, Saints proved their doubters 
wrong by smashing Leeds 3-1 at St Mary’s. 

Captain, Dean Hammond, Adam Lallana and David 
Connolly grabbed the goals. 

That win ignited a promotion campaign, with Saints 
staying in the top two for the whole season. 

For a second season running fans took to the pitch to 
celebrate promotion, this time, however for a return to 
the Premier League. 

2012/13 

After a seven year absence from the Premier League, 
Saints were handed tough opening fixtures against 
Manchester City, Manchester United and Arsenal. 

A 3-2 defeat against City confirmed that the St Mary’s 
side could perhaps hold their own in the Premier 
League. Steven Davis and Rickie Lambert put Saints 
ahead in that match. 

The same score line against Manchester United as 
Robin van Persie smashed in a hat-trick, his final goal in 
stoppage time, frustrated supports, who were eager to 
get three points on the board. 

Saints were then thrashed 6-1 by Arsenal at the 
Emirates Stadium, raising questions over their defensive 
abilities.

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SAINTS have always been known as 
something of a traditional club, but 
with Mauricio Pochettino at the helm 
the public face is changing rapidly. 

It seems almost inevitable these days that 
with foreign ownership comes foreign man¬ 
agers, and with top flight football foreign 
players. 

Though Saints still have a much stronger 
English core than many other Premier 
League teams, the days when even they 
were home grown are dwindling. 

It is the way football clubs are going these 
days, and the appointment of Pochettino 
appears to be Saints taking another step in 
the same direction. 

A foreign manager brings many things to 
a club. 

Executive chairman Nicola Cortese has a 
certain style. 

It’s suave and dapper and slick. 

In truth, it’s not very in keeping with the 
community in which the club sits, but it’s 
his way, and he is making that the much- 
vaunted ‘Southampton Way.’ 

Pochettino is an extension of that. 

He has those Latin American looks, that 
slight streak in him which warns he might 
well have an edge if you cross him. 

At the moment, at least, he speaks 
through an interpreter, though for his own 

credibility that will surely going to come to an 
end now. 

Somehow it all feels very fashionable. 

What will concern fans more than the outside

club, is what influence 
Pochettino will have on 
the team. 

That’s where it gets 
interesting this sea¬ 
son. 

When he took over 
following the shock 
sacking of Nigel 
Adkins, there was lit¬ 
tle time to stamp his 
mark on the side. 


Pochettino was thrust into a Premier League 
season in charge of a side on the up, but still with 
work to do. 

He had the squad Adkins left him, and in truth 
not all that much changed. 

The personnel and formation largely remained 
intact, and the major difference was a slightly 
higher tempo, slightly higher up the field press¬ 
ing game being worked in. 

In truth, though, even the results stayed the 
same. 

Pochettino got things the right way round - 
during his honeymoon period he rode the crest 
of the wave of improvement that Saints were 
already on under Adkins and got the results 
Saints needed to survive. 

Not only that, but the wins were against 
impressive teams and largely at home, which all 
helps public perception and fan acceptance. 

After that period, the season tailed off a little 
and a run of six games without a win until the 
end of the campaign has been largely glossed 
over.

In his first months in charge, Pochettino managed 
Saints for 16 games, achieving four wins and seven 
draws. 

That sort of points haul, and their eventual fin¬ 
ishing position, was about the trajectory they were 
on, so it’s unlikely there was much change there. 

But, and here’s the significant bit, he wasn’t 
brought in to do a job last season. 

Cortese surely knew, like the majority of fans and 
observers, that Adkins looked capable of keeping 
Saints up at the time of his sacking. 

Pochettino was not being parachuted in to save 
Saints, he was being brought in for the future. 

The second half of last season was about him bed¬ 
ding into the club, the culture, and getting a good 
look at his squad. 

This season is judgement time for Pochettino. 

With a whole summer to work with the team, and 
a full transfer window to do with his squad as he 
sees fit, Pochettino is really beginning life proper as 
the Saints manager come August 17. 

This will be his team, playing in his style. 

As for what we can expect, it’s going to be inter¬ 


esting to see because it will probably be about 
nuances. 

The in vogue Premier League formation of 4- 
2-3-1 will likely remain, as will the majority of 
the players as there hasn’t exactly been a flood 
of summer arrivals. 

The differences will again be subtle. 

There were issues Pochettino was wrestling 
with towards the end of last season. 

They were small things, like: 

• How far advanced to push on the full backs 
and how to cover them; 

• Whether he can get a creative force like 
Gaston Ramirez playing off of the main striker; 

• How and when to play out from the back, 
and whether to always go through the central 
midfield pair. 

It is these things that he will have been work¬ 
ing on this summer, and so we are unlikely to 
see anything jaw-dropping. 

But Pochettino has more, very important 
qualities, to bring to all of this. 

As with all modem day bosses, he will be on the 
case when it comes to man management, and 
that is probably where he will succeed or fail. 

If Alan Pardew changed the mindset at Saints 
from a losing one to a winning one, and Adkins 
took it on to believing they could always com¬ 
pete at the next level up, then Pochettino is 
charged with arguably the hardest task of all. 

As Saints aim for European placings in the 
league this season, he has to convince the play¬ 
ers - more than anybody else - that they are 
not only capable of it but that they belong 
there.

How quickly some things 
change in the world of foot¬ 
ball. 

This time last year nobody had 
considered Saints would 
attempt to sign a keeper well 
into his 30s, who was without a 
club, to become their new num¬ 
ber one. 

Nowadays we take it for grant¬ 
ed that man, Artur Boruc, is the 
established first team keeper. 

Saints were obviously looking 
around for somebody to provide 
genuine competition to Kelvin 
Davis. 

For whatever reason, Nigel 
Adkins appeared indecisive as 
to whether Davis was good 
enough to play in the Premier 
League again, having used him 
so much in the lower divisions. 

A multi-million offer for 
Birmingham’s Jack Butland 
was turned down, so Saints 
started the season with Davis 
between the posts. 

We all know what happened to 
Saints as they struggled to adapt 
to life in the top flight during a 
tough opening run of games. 

Davis was one of the unfortu¬ 
nate players who seemed to get 
some of the blame, largely 
unfairly, heaped at his door. 

He did concede 14 goals in his 
first four games, but none of 
them were solely down to him 
and he did save two spot-kicks 
in those games as well. 

The fact Adkins did seem to 
have made up his mind didn’t 
help much, and was only exacer¬ 
bated as the manager - a former 
professional goalkeeper himself 
- drafted Paulo Gazzaniga into

the side. 

The Argentine youngster had 
been brought in from League 2 
club Gillingham as one for the 
future, but suddenly found him¬ 
self in the cut and thrust of 
Premier League action, and in a 
struggling team. 

Somewhat predictably, he had 
some good days and some very 
bad ones. 

With neither a clear first 
choice, something needed to be 
done. Queue the arrival of 
Boruc, who made his name at 
Glasgow Celtic with over 200 
league and cup appearances in 
almost five years after arriving 
in Scotland in 2005. 

The Polish international got 
off to a tricky start as Saints 
continued to ship goals - con¬ 
ceding four on his debut at West 
Ham - and he was investigated 
over allegations that he threw a 
water bottle at fans during his 
home debut against Tottenham. 

He was cleared to play again, 
though, and during the second 
half of the season became a 
regular. 

With no further newcomers 
in the goalkeeping department 
this summer, the same three 
men will compete for one place 
again. 

Boruc is likely to begin the 


season as first choice with Davis 
as chief understudy and 
Gazzaniga waiting in the wings. 

With Boruc aged 33 and Davis 
36, it wouldn’t be a surprise if 
Saints decided to strengthen in 
that area next summer. 

Or even sooner if there is an 
injury or things go particularly 
badly for one, or both, of the 
highly experienced pair. 

But, for now at least, Mauricio 
Pochettino will surely be hoping 
to decide on a number one and 
stick with him. He followed that 
plan with Boruc 
last season and 
it’s hard to 
imagine him 
deviating 
from it 
again.

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ONE of the tough things about 
footballing progress is that it 
doesn’t leave room for senti¬ 
mentality. 


It can be a cruel business. 

Saints are looking for progress, and 
inevitably that means change. 

It means new faces coming into the side, 
which in turn results in the reliable and 
recognisable making way. 

That might very well be true this season, to 
some extent, in the midfield. 

The £12m signing of Victor Wanyama was a 
statement of intent from Saints, and had an 


eye on progress. 

Wanyama has proved to be a versatile play¬ 
er, but is primarily seen as a powerhouse 
defensive central midfielder. 

You imagine, therefore, he will be compet¬ 
ing for one of the two places in front of the 
back four - assuming Mauricio Pochettino 
sticks with his 4-2-3-1 system. 

With the fee Saints have lavished on him, he 
will be going straight into the team to start 
the season. 

All very well and exciting, and Saints might 
well suggest a sign of progress. 

But something has to give for Wanyama to 
start. 

If he is to begin the campaign in a defensive 
midfield role, that means either Morgan 
Schneiderlin or Jack Cork won’t. 

It feels so harsh to be saying that, but it is 
the truth. 

Schneiderlin is likely to be safe. 

Deservedly, he was last year’s Daily Echo 
player of the season after a wonderful cam¬ 
paign. 

He is a hugely important influence on the 
Saints side, not only for having become such 
a complete player but because of his range of 
passing. 

However, Schneiderlin, below, was not able 
to hit the heights he did last sea¬ 
son until Cork came back from 


injury. 

It is absolutely no coinci¬ 
dence that Saints’ season 
turned around entirely the t 
moment he was back in the 
team. 

Saints collected a meagre 
four points from the ten games 
Cork missed at the start of the 
season. 

They banked 37 from the 28 games 
he did appear in. 

Cork and Schneiderlin formed 
an excellent partnership and 
it was around that the success 
grew.

It is Cork, though, whose place in the team 
looks most threatened by the arrival of 
L Wanyama.

His work rate was very important to Saints, 
particularly under Pochettino who wants 
those players further forward to implement 
his high pressing game. 

It is they who have to work so hard to be in 
the faces of the opposition defence, not allow¬ 
ing them time to settle on the ball. 

But, of course, when the ball goes over 
them they are still expected to be getting 
back into shape quickly. 

There is a whole host of competition for the 
attacking places. 

Jay Rodriguez was primarily used across 
the three spots rather than as a striker, and to 
great effect. He proved very dangerous play¬ 
ing off of Rickie Lambert, but also was adept 
in both wide roles. 


Adam Lallana, of course, can play across 
the three positions. 

His first season in the Premier League was 
good without being exceptional and you 
fancy he may well have a little extra spring in 
his step this time out. 

Jason Puncheon is starting to look like a 
useful horses-for-courses type player. 

He had some red hot spells of form last sea¬ 
son, and a period where he dipped a little and 
found himself on the bench. 

That might be the case again. 

Whatever, he does add something different 
to the mix. 

Guly do Prado is able to operate in any of 
the roles, or as a striker if required, though 
knows he has to keep his work rate high to 
command a place in the team. 

Youngsters Lloyd Isgrove and Calum 
Chambers are also on the very fringes of the 
squad. Which just leaves the conundrum that 
is Gaston Ramirez. 

There is little doubt that, ideally, 
Pochettino would like to get Ramirez into his 
side on a regular basis, particularly at home 
when Saints are likely to be doing a lot of the 
pushing forward. 

But there is an obvious problem. 

Nothing to do with Ramirez’s ability, which 
is not in doubt and nor should it be at 
£12m.Instead, it’s to do with whether he can 
fit the mould of a Pochettino-type player. 

With the best will in the world, Ramirez is 
not the type of player whose game is based on 
high tempo pressing and work rate. 

He is a crafty and skilful creative force, who 
can also contribute the occasional goal. 

His game is not about chasing down, it’s 
about dropping into holes and collecting the 
ball to feet. 

As such, he really needs to be specially 
accommodated to get a place in the team, so 
that depends on Pochettino getting others to 
do the running for him. 

There are times when that seems alright 
and others, particularly against the big guns, 
when you know you might come under enor¬ 
mous pressure. 

Then Pochettino is likely to feel he needs a 
full team of work horses. 

But without playing regularly it’s hard for 
Ramirez, and the side with him in, to get any 
rhythm going. 

It’s not an easy puzzle for Pochettino to 
solve, and in truth why there have been so 
many clubs in Italy having a look at Ramirez 
with a view to a bid. 

They can see the problem at Saints and so 
figure he might be available. 

Saints want creativity, but for Pochettino it 
will weighing up the cost of it. 

There is a very strong argument for 
Ramirez being around. 

Ultimately, he is a plan B to the high press¬ 
ing game. 

But whether Pochettino is prepared to com¬ 
promise for that to happen will be fascinating 
to see.

TOUGH TACKLING MORGAN

FROM the man who couldn’t 
tackle to the best defensive 
midfielder in the Premier 
League... 

It’s been quite a few years for 
Morgan Schneiderlin. 

The French youngster had a 
season he will remember forev¬ 
er as he made his top flight bow 
and bagged the vote of the fans 
as he won the Daily Echo Player 
of the Season award. 

It was a fitting tribute for a fine 
campaign that cemented 
Schneiderlin’s position as one of 
the brightest young talents 
about. 

It also marked quite a turn¬ 
around. 

When Schneiderlin joined 
Saints in 2008, he was a teenager 
moving from France for the first 
time. And he was arriving at a 
Championship club. 

Former Saints chairman 
Rupert Lowe is not popular with 
fans, but even his harshest crit¬ 
ics would have to begrudgingly 
accept that he made a great call 
with Schneiderlin. 

It was Lowe who drove 
through the deal when the club 
didn’t have a manager. 

However, the Schneiderlin 
that arrived is a pale shadow of 
the one Saints fans see before 
them now. 

Schneiderlin’s talent and abili¬ 
ty was never in doubt. 

From the first moment he 
stepped onto the pitch, his calm 
and composure on the ball was 
clear for all to see. 

His range of passing was mag¬ 
nificent. 

However, there was an ele¬ 
ment missing in his game, and 
the spotlight shone upon it. 

That element was the defen¬ 
sive side. 

It was a rare sight to ever see 
Schneiderlin make a tackle, let 
alone be a bustling central mid¬ 
fielder, winning the ball to then 
use it. 

In the Championship, he was 
in a struggling young team, 
without the necessary back up 
to help him out and Saints were 
relegated. 

The next season he was strug¬ 
gling to get a foothold in League 
One, with the extra physical 
demands of that division making 
life even tougher. 

Fortunately for Schneiderlin, 
he had Alan Pardew as his man¬ 
ager. 

Pardew saw the promise in 


Schneiderlin, but knew he had 
to work on the defensive ele¬ 
ment of his game. 

And work him he did. 

Schneiderlin was transformed. 

“He was the one saying to me 
to improve on my defensive 
skills,” said Schneiderlin in an 
interview where he discussed 
the influence of Pardew on his 
game. 

“He was the one who was 
telling me ‘come on, you need 
more tackling.’ So, thanks go to 
him and his words every day 
saying that to me.” 

Schneiderlin never looked 
back. He was transformed into a 
tough tackling defensive central 
midfielder, but one who also 
retained that awesome range of 
passing. 

The stats don’t lie and by the 
time he arrived in the Premier 
League he was pretty much the 
complete player. 

Last season Schneid-erlin won 


possession in the middle third of 
the pitch at least 22 times more 
than any other player, was top of 
the list of average interceptions 
per game (with 3.9) and second 
in average number of successful 
tackles per game (with 3.9, only 
behind Liverpool’s Lucas Leiva 
on 4.1). 

At Wigan and at home to QPR - 
both under Mauricio Pochettino 
- Schneiderlin made an aston¬ 
ishing 10 interceptions per 
game. 

In addition, he was the highest 
passer in the Saints side (51.1 
passes per game) and recorded a 
passing accuracy of 85.2 per cent 
throughout 2012/13 from almost 
2,000 passes. 

Only eight players attempted 
more passes last season in the 
top flight, led by Arsenal’s Mikel 
Arteta with 2,750. 

Topping that this season will 
be tough, but Schneiderlin has 
surprised before.

boss was in November 2010, at 
Espanyol. 

On that occasion he made a losing 
start as a first minute goal from Javi 
Marquez gave Pochettino victory. 

Pochettino and Pellegrini had also 
faced in each in 2009/10 when the 
former was in charge of Real 
Madrid. 

Madrid won both games 3-0 that 
season. 

Pellegrini’s first win over the 
Saints boss had come in 2008/09 
when his Valencia side triumphed by 
a single goal.

JOHN Pyatt says Pat McManus 
has earned his chance to man¬ 
age in the Sydenhams Premier 
Division. 

After achieving his ambition of 
leading Brockenhurst back to the 
Wessex top flight last season, Pyatt 
has moved upstairs as director of 
football and handed the reins to the 
ex-QK Southampton and 
Winchester City reserves boss. 

“Pat deserves his chance at this 
level,” said Pyatt. “He was loyal to 
Queens Keep for a long time and he 
gave them an extra season when 
they promised floodlights and so 
on, but it didn’t materialise and 
they couldn’t go into the Wessex 
League. 

“I spoke to him last year about 
coming across, but he went to run 
Winchester’s reserves.

“I know his family well too - his 
brother Eugene runs Bush Hill - 
and Pat’s a very genuine lad on and 
off the football pitch. 

“Pat’s brought in Tony Patten to 
work with him and we’ve still got 
Ade Holman as physio and kitman 
and Geoff Sim does a bit of goal¬ 
keeping coaching with Scotty (Scott 
O’Rourke). 

“It’s important I don’t get 
involved with team selection and 
all that, but I’m around to make 
sure we’ve got the players we need 
for all positions.” 

It was Pyatt who was responsible 
for attracting prolific former 
Wimborne, Poole and 

Bournemouth Poppies goalscorer 
Scott Joyce to Grigg Lane. 

“I’ve known Scotty for years in 
and out of football and I’ve always 
badgered him to come here and he’s 
always turned me down,” he 
laughed. “But now he’s thought: ‘as 


you’re stepping aside John, I’ll 
come!” 

After six years at the Grigg Lane 
helm, Pyatt felt the time was right 
to stand down. 

“I’ve got a young son who’s just 
turned two and you know when it’s 
right. I’ve got no qualms about it,” 
he said. 

“I was still quite vocal when we 
played at Hamble (Follands Sports) 
the other night, but that’s just in 
my nature. I’m Brockenhurst 
through and through. 

“It’ll be good this year and I’m 
looking forward to it. 

“We won’t do ourselves any injus¬ 
tice at all in the Wessex Premier. 
We’ve only lost two players - 
Darren Ritchie, who’s got half his 
family at Lymington Town, and 
James Vinton who’s gone back 
local with Hamble, which is fair 
enough. 

“We’ve got enough here to finish 
in the top half. 

“Harry Jeffries, who joined us 
three-quarters of the way through 
last season for title run-in, has re¬ 
signed and he’s brought with him 
(ex-AFC Bournemouth youth mid¬ 
fielder) Brad Magookin. 

“Pat’s brought in two or three 
himself like Lewis Gundry, Dan 
Smith and Ben Penfold (all from 
Winchester City) and we’ve got 
defender Ross Lloyd back with us. 
We need quite a few players 
because, with no reserve side, we’re 
going to be stretched.” 

Looking forward to the new cam¬ 
paign, Pyatt said: “It’s going to be a 
good league this season with 
Sholing and Winchester coming 
down and crowds will be up.

BOURNEMOUTH Poppies may have set a trend by 
‘parking the bus’ at Sholing last week. 

With Dave Diaper’s Sydenhams Premier title 
favourites chock-full of firepower, the quandary for 
opposing clubs will be whether or not to venture out 
of their defensive shells against the Boatmen and 
risk a hammering.

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Hill: Starting 
late ‘not fair’ 

RICHARD Hill believes the Skrill 
Conference South season should 
have kicked off a week earlier 
than it did. 

By his own admission, the 
Spitfires chief has become 
“bored” over recent days, frus¬ 
trated that the Football League 
season kicked off on August 3 - a 
full fortnight before Eastleigh 
finally got their 2013/14 campaign 
under way at home to Sutton 
United today. 

“I’m bored because the main 
show, the Football League, has 
started and the sideshow is still 
kicking its heels,” said Hill earlier 
this week. 

“Our season should have start¬ 
ed a week ago.”

“Everyone was ready to go last 
week and, had we kicked off 
then, we could have played four 
games in 17 days as opposed to 
four in ten. 

“Not only that, we’re the only 
side in the division to be playing 
nine of our first 15 games away 
from home. 

“I’ve checked and everyone else 
has got seven home and eight 
away or vice-versa. We’ve got six 
and nine. How can that be fair?” 

With the likes of Eastleigh, 
Ebbsfleet, Sutton and Dover 
attracting high-calibre players to 
the Conference South, Hill thinks 
Step 2 clubs have earned the 
right to be treated more like pro¬ 
fessional outfits. 

“We’ve signed players like Ben 
Strevens, Stuart Fleetwood and 
Yemi Odubade, Ebbsfleet have 
signed Stacy Long, Sutton have 
Jamie Taylor, Dover have Nathan 
Elder and there are former 
League players like Dean 
Holdsworth and Lee Bradbury 
managing at Chelmsford and 
Havant & Waterlooville,” he said. 

“We’ve done our bit by attract¬ 
ing people of that quality and the 
league needs to keep their side of 
the bargain (by doing what it can 
to make life easier for clubs).”

NON-LEAGUE REPORT: 


STUART Doling may not have a 
league-winning budget at his dis¬ 
posal at Lymington Town, but that 
won’t stop him running the club 
as professionally as possible. 

With over 40 Football League appear¬ 
ances behind him with Portsmouth back 
in the early 90s, he has worked under 
enough good managers and coaches to 
know what makes a club tick. 

John Gregory, Frank Burrows, Tony 
Barton, Graham Paddon, Peter Osgood 
and, above all, Jim Smith - Doling, pic¬ 
tured, learned valuable lessons from 
them all during a somewhat turbulent 
six-year stint at Fratton Park. 

He knew the late, great Alan Ball well 
too and it was the then Pompey manager 
who must have seen a kindred spirit in 
the red-headed midfielder to sign him on 
as an apprentice after he had yo-yoed 
between Fratton Park and The Dell. 

Doling, a childhood Saints fan who 
went on to captain Southampton 
Schools, made his Pompey debut against 
Port Vale in August 1991 and capped an 
outstanding performance by laying on 
the winning goal for Colin Clarke. 

Also in the side that day were current 
Eastleigh assistant boss Guy Butters, 
Andy Awford, Kit Symons and ex- 
England man Darren Anderton. 

Doling, who stepped up from the assis¬ 
tant manager’s role at Lymington Town 
when Andy Leader left last season, said: 
“I’ve been brought up to be professional 
and, with limited resources at 
Lymington, that’s what I’m trying to 
bring to this club. 

“When Leadsy left, I was asked if I 
could take over for four games and, had 
it been any other club, I wouldn’t have 
done it. 

“But Lymington’s my home town, I’ve 
played for the club and so have lots of my 
wife’s family. 

“I didn’t say ‘yes’ straight away (to tak¬ 
ing over on a permanent basis), I had to 



make sure I had the right people around 
me. I’ve brought in Matthew Dunford, 
who worked up at Andover with Leadsy, 
and we’re doing it together with 
Matthew doing a lot of the administra¬ 
tive work. 

“I’m trying to introduce different train¬ 
ing exercises, pulling in bits and pieces 
from everyone I’ve played under. 

“I’m looking to build something at 
Lymington on and off the pitch over the 
next few years, not just for one season.” 

At the age of 22, Doling was offered a 
new contract by Portsmouth, but he 
stunned south coast football - and the 
non-League world in particular - by 
signing for the old AFC Lymington in the 
Wessex League. 

It was an amazing coup for the New 
Forest club as it was understood that at 
least two other Football League outfits 
were sniffing around. 

“I was at Lymington with people like 
Graham Kemp and Paul Morris when 
they used to finish among the top clubs 
every year, playing entertaining football 
- and that’s what I’m trying to bring 


back now. 

“I want us to play the passing, attack¬ 
ing game that I was brought up on,” 
explained Doling, who went on to revive 
his League career with Doncaster 
Rovers in the mid-90s. 

“We need to build the club back up and 
we’ve got enough backing to do it - not 
with money to pay wages, but with the 
support of the community. 

“We’ve got five new committee mem¬ 
bers and the council are backing us by 
spending money on the clubhouse and 
facilities. 

“We know we’re not going to finish in 
the top two or three this season, but let’s 
see how far we can go by all pulling 
together and taking small steps in the 
right direction. 

“If we can get the club back to what it 
was before with a good atmosphere and 
entertaining football, that’s half my job 
done. I want these lads playing with a 
smile on their faces and enjoying their 
football. 

“I don’t think too many clubs will have 
a better team spirit than us and that goes 
a long way in football. 

“We’ll give quite a few clubs a run for 
their money, but win, lose or draw, we’ll 
do it together.” 

Doling is always on the lookout for 
extra coaching expertise. “It’s good to 
have other ideas as well as mine, but we 
need a certain character to fit in with the 
team,” he said. Doling can be contacted

Winchester City for a handful of 
competitive games, but already he 
has been won over by the sheer 
class of Leigh Mills 

The 25-year-old defender/mid¬ 
fielder, pictured, who returned to 
City from Blackfield & Langley dur¬ 
ing the summer, boasts a CV that 
is a cut above the average Wessex 
League player’s. 

In 2004 Tottenham reportedly 
paid around £150,000 to sign Mills 
from Swindon Town’s Academy in 
a deal which, with clauses, could 
eventually have been worth £1 mil¬ 
lion. 

He had been invited for trials by 
Manchester United and Everton 
and played in the same England 
under-17 side as Theo Walcott, 
Michael Mancienne and Fabrice 
Muamba.

Having done just enough in the 
first-half at Hurn Bridge to lead by 
a 24th-minute Mills header, City fell 
way below par after the break and 
were lucky not to concede against 
Kemp’s old club. 

Then, seven minutes from time, 
they set the seal on victory when 
Liam Robinson side-footed home 
Ben Osborne’s cross to ensure 
Winchester stayed top of the 
Sydenhams Premier pile. 

“The first half was comfortable at 
1-0 and we didn’t break sweat,” 
said Kemp. “But we didn’t come 
out of the blocks for the second 
half and we got away with it a bit 
when Christchurch missed a one- 
on-one and Mark Smith put one 
wide of an open goal. 

“Christchurch were unfortunate 
not to get back on terms. If they 
had, I honestly don’t think we’d 
have gone on and won the game. 

“Christchurch are a good, young 
team, just as I left them, and they 
were unlucky tonight.

R0MSEY Town suffered last-gasp heart¬ 
break at Whitchurch United on Tuesday. 

Having kicked off 2012/13 with back-to-back 
defeats against title fancies Sholing and 
Moneyfields, the Bypass boys had been hoping to 
kick-start their season away to the newly-pro¬ 
moted Sydenhams One runners-up. 

But their dreams were shattered by a break¬ 
away Isaac Sedu goal two minutes from time. 

The 2-1 scoreline does not begin to tell the story 
of a night of missed chances at Longmeadow. 

Whitchurch squandered two penalties and a 
host of other chances in the first half and went in 
1-1 at the break after Danny Phillips had 
scrubbed out Luke Walker’s opener.

“How he got to it, I don’t know,” marvelled

“I was off my seat celebrating, but he somehow 
got his fingers to it and got enough on it to push 
it over. With ten minutes to go that would have 
given us a lifeline and, had it gone in, we might 
even have pushed on and got another. 

“But despite the result, Danny (manager 
Danny Barker) and I were impressed with the 
side and felt a 1-1 draw would have been fair. 

“Moneyfields are a great team who are going to 
be right up there at the end of the season, where¬ 
as we’ve got a side still trying to gel. 

“To think we matched a side like Moneyfields is 
very promising for us.”

SUPPLY Communications have not 
only stepped in as main sponsors of 
Romsey Town, but their managing 
director Mark Blackwell has 
become something of a fan too. 

There are framed home and away 
team shirts proudly hanging on the 
walls of his office on the Romsey 
Industrial Estate and the compa¬ 
ny’s signs have been changed to 
incorporate the words ‘Proud to be 
supporting Romsey Town FC.’ 

Blackwell’s interest in the 
Sydenhams Premier club started 
through one of Romsey’s players, 
Sam McCarthy, who works there 
and asked his boss for help, writes 
WENDY GEE. 

Initially Supply Communications 
- a rapidly growing telecoms busi¬ 
ness keen to support local projects 
and charities - helped out with kit 
sponsorships and tracksuits for 
Town’s players.

“Mark loves his football and, 
although he won’t be able to get to 
every game, he’s going to try and 
come to as many as possible,” said 
Bennett. 

“He’s really enjoying his involve¬ 
ment with the club. 

“Supply Communications deal 
with businesses all over the UK, but 
they’re based here in Romsey and 
it’s great to have a local company 
behind us.” 


Havant get smart Alek 


STEVE Brougham is convinced 
Alek Pzespolewski has the 
ability to make his mark with 
Havant & Waterlooville. 

But the Newport IoW boss says it’s 
the utility man’s desire to succeed 
that will decide whether or not he 
can cut it in the Skrill Conference 
South. 

Having made his name playing for 
Brougham at Brading Town in the 
Sydenhams League, Przespolewski 
- a versatile defender/wing-back 
with an eye for goal - was part of 
Winchester City’s Wessex champi¬ 
onship-winning side of 2011/12.

“Dennis had one chance and he 
took it very well,” said Bradbury. 

“The lad is experienced and, at 29, 
can still get around - though, by his 
own admission, he needs to be fit¬ 
ter. 

“Once he is, he will be a real 
threat in our league and opposition 
centre-halves will come off the 
pitch knowing they have been in a 
game.”

A good 
ship to 
sail on 

THE Southampton Regional 
Pool League (SRPL) is “a 
good ship to sail on”, 
according to the skipper of 
the double Premier champi¬ 
ons. 

Teams from pubs and 
clubs compete in two differ¬ 
ent leagues on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays. 

Shirley watering hole The 
Brass Monkey, formerly The 
Rising Sun, claimed both 
Premier titles with slightly 
different squads in the win¬ 
ter/spring 2013 season. 

The Tuesday side won all 
14 league matches but were 
turned over 4-2 in the cup 
final by Division 3 outfit 
Fleming Arms. 

Martyn Geddes - captain 
of both Monkey teams, 
which have had basically 
the same players for the 
past ten years - said: 
“(Fleming Arms) were bril¬ 
liant on the night. I’ve got no 
complaints. They deserved 
to win... and I’m gutted!” 

But the 32-year-old added: 
“To win both the leagues 
and be finalists in both the 
cups is brilliant. 

“It helps that we are six 
mates together. There’s no 
ringers involved. That’s the 
beauty of being six mates: 
we are all doing it for each 
other.” 

Geddes reckons the 
league organisation is 
“excellent” and he paid trib¬ 
ute to chairman Peter 
Elliott, vice-chairman Paul 
Lanahsdad and secretary 
Steve Farrow. 

“You’ve got three blokes 
who know what they are 
doing,” he said. “They’re 
doing a great job. It’s a 
good ship to sail on.” 

Last season’s 78 teams 
has now increased to 87. 

Elliott, 34, who spends at 
least two hours a day 
updating the website or 
answering e-mails and 
Facebook messages, had 
this message for pub land¬ 
lords and club owners 
across the city: “There is a 
league in Southampton that 
will bring players to your 
pub or venue on Tuesday or 
Thursday when it may be 
quiet. 

“There’s too many pubs 
shutting.” 

Elliott and Lanahsdad took 
over the reins from Sean 
and Hayley Fox and Nick 
Warne at the end of 2011. 

“The people who ran it 
before me didn’t have the 
means or the capabilities of 
getting it into the 21st cen¬ 
tury,” explained Elliott, who 
turns out for Thursday 
Division 3 side The Master 
Builder, West End, and 
works as studio manager at 
Indigo Press. 

“I do it because it needed 
it. And I’m loving it.”

JULY 6, 2013, was a particularly dark day for the 
Southampton Regional Pool League. 

Around 100 players, about to make light work of the buffet, 
were forced to abandon their presentation night at the Baizz 
Club, writes TIM DUNKLEY. 

A power cut affecting the former 147/Castle Club, in Castle 
Way, and the surrounding area, wiped out weeks of prepa¬ 
ration by the hard-working committee members. 

Frustrated chairman Peter Elliott said: “I was absolutely 
gutted to see everybody stood out in the street at half past 
eight.” 

Fast forward five weeks and the beer flowed as freely as the 
banter as the reconvened event, billed The Big Night Out 
Part 2, passed without the need of torches. 

Chris Patient defeated Paul Wyeth 5-2 in the singles com¬ 
petition and Aaron Pellow, the 60th and final entry, scooped 
£50 for clearing all 15 balls in one visit in the Warne’s Pot- 
the-Lot competition - named after Nick Warne, from 
Shirley, who jointly ran the league for many years. 

(“He’s not dead, by the way,” explained Elliott. “He just 
used to run the competition on each of his presentation 
nights and we’re keeping up the tradition.”) 

Elsewhere, Kenny McKinven, the not so shy and retiring 
skipper of Tuesday Division 1 champions Kings Arms B, said 
it was “no mean feat” that the 
Shirley pub was the only venue to 
now field two Premier teams. 

Snooker players will be interested 
to note that the presentations took 
place on the Baizz Club’s re-vamped 
first floor, originally the Castle 
Club, which has retained a few 
snooker tables and the famous old 
matchroom. 

The £240 proceeds from the raffle 
plus £70 from the Pot-the-Lot com¬ 
petition will be split between Two 
Saints, which helps the homeless, 
and brain injury association 
Headway Southampton - the two 
charities chosen by Southampton’s 
former Mayor, Derek Burke, in 
May last year. 

That month, the league’s vice- 
chairman Paul Lanahsdad cycled 
the Isle of Wight Randonee and 
raised £1,200 for Two Saints. 

The other committee members 
are Elliott, treasurer Rebecca 
Smith and secretary Steve Farrow.
